Did George Perkins die a natural 


death or was tie murdered with an 
opiate? 


It bas developed that Charles Oantry 


might be able to answer that question 
If he go desired. 


The story of tbe old man's death—ao 


far aa anybody except Cantry can tell 
it—is as follows: He was siok for some 
weeks in bis room, No. 32, in tbe Clar- 
endon hotel. He wae attended by bis 
daughter, Mrs. May Middleton, and by 
a paid nurse, A. A. Smith. On several 
occasions Dri. Thoma and Pinniger 
prescribed medicines for him. The 
former physician says that the de- 
ceased waa weak with tba inflrmitea of 
age, having passed four-score years, 
bat WBB not, in bis opinion, in imme- 
diate danger of death when he last 
called at bis room. 


Dr. Pmniger says: 
"Mr. Perkins death waa unexpected 


to me. He told ma that he had » 
check stolen from uim. I examined 
tbe glass with which Oantry is alleged 
to have administered him a potion. 
It's contents bad been either highly 
volatile or oderleai for I could not de- 
tect what its contents had been. It 
waa probably twelve bonri after the 
dose bad been administered that I ex- 
amined the glais." 


Mrs. May MiddletoB was interviewed 


yesterday. She said: 


"My father died Saturday afternoon, 


November 10. 'Two days before,' BO 
father told me while briefly conscious 
just before his death. 'Ibis Cantry, 
whom I hai only seen onee before, earns 
into my room while Smiib waa out and 
said be was a druggist and that be 
would get some medicine that would do 
me good. He brought it in a small 
glasa and I drank part of it.' 


"In a few minutes Mr. Smith oams in 


and found father breathing unnatural- 
ly. It took a long time to awake him 
aud bis eyes were staring. Ha never 
was like himself before he died 48 hours 
later, 


"Mr. Smith found the glasa. It 


emelled as though it bad ether er 
chloroform in it. 


'•Cantry had been in father's room 


once before and saw this check for 
$120. 


Oantry oams to Reno from Carson 


about tbe first of November, having 
just completed a two-years' term for 
Burglary committed In Elko county. 


According to bis own testimony he 


visited tbe old man. with whom he bad 
not previously been acquainted. H« 
carried "chiokon soup" and "medicine" 
to him, for which he charged Mr. 
Perkina $7.50. 


Oantry saya tba old man had only $1 


in cash and a oheak for $120. He ia 
aHeged to have given the ex-convict 
both, requesting his chance acquaint- 
ance to return tbe change. 


An hour or so later the nurae, Smith, 


came into the room and found hla 
patient in a "strange stupor," "breath- 
ing unnaturally." He never entirely 
reuovered bia normal condition before 
death. 


In tbe opinion of tbe officers, who 


gar* tome thought to this case, there 
ia sufficient evidenoe connecting Can- 
try with Parkins' death to warrant an 
indictment against him. It is strange 
that a thorough investigation of thi 
•auses of George Perkins' death ha 
not been made. There is still time ti 
clear up a mystery which may mean 
murder.
